The  use  of  the  engine  turning  lathe  to  create  a multiplicity  of  background  engravings 
by  Perkins,  Bacon  is  well  known.  These  intricate  and  feathery  creations  with  their 
well-nigh  unforgeable  designs  were  the  trademark  of  the  classic  stamps.  In  combi- 
nation with  expert  hand  engraving,  the  stamps  of  this  period  were  thus  compounded. 
1 he  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  illustrate  how  these  designs  could  have  been  created, 
some  of  the  steps  in  the  process,  and  the  final  die  and  plate  proofs  that  resulted.

The  source  material  for  the  photo  story  is  actual  Perkins,  Bacon  die  proofs  in  my 
collection.  To  create  the  story,  some  of  the  pictures  have  been  ‘“made”  by  rearranging 
the  photos  or  portions  of  them  in  a re-enactment  of  the  development  of  the  design.  Photo- 
graphs were  enlarged  to  double  size  to  make  study  easier. 

In  June  1851,  authorization  to  begin  work  on  a set  of  three  stamps  for  New 
Brunswick  and  for  Nova  Scotia  was  received  by  Perkins,  Bacon.  Work  was  completed, 
and  the  stamps  were  shipped  in  August  1851.  The  dies  for  these  two  countries  were 
thus  made  together  and  the  three  pence,  six  pence,  and  one  shilling  stamps  resulted. 

To  begin  the  development,  a circular  design  from  the  engine  turning  was  selected. 
Fig.  1.  A circular  star  design  which  would  fill  the  center  of  the  first  design  was  also 
chosen.  Fig.  2. 

These  two  designs  were  then  combined  by  impressing  roller  die  impressions  of  each 
in  a new  die  block.  Fig.  3. 

After  hardening,  a new  roller  having  the  shape  of  a 22^  degree  pie  segment  was  then 
prepared.  Fig.  4.  Another  roller  having  an  included  angle  of  45  degrees  was  also  pre- 
pared. Fig.  5. 

What  was  called  geometric  multiplication  was  then  employed  to  create  a new  design. 
This  consisted  of  “rolling  in”  eight  of  the  45  degree  segments,  one  adjacent  to  the  other, 
until  a complete  circle  had  been  formed.  Figs.  6 and  7. 

From  this  new  design,  after  hardening  of  the  die,  a new  roller  was  prepared,  and 
while  soft,  it  was  trimmed  down  until  only  the  square  which  was  in  the  center  was  left. 
Fig.  8. 

The  design  in  Fig.  8 is  the  basic  background  die  for  all  of  the  New  Brunswick,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  Newfoundland  stamps  of  this  type.

After  impression  in  a new  die  block,  hand  engraving  was  used  to  alter  the  outer 
ring  of  the  design.  This  now  is  called  background  die  A.  Fig.  g. 

Background  die  B was  created  by  removing  the  center  design  and  the  four  corner 
stars  from  a soft  roller  impression  of  die  A.  This  became  the  primary  roller  for  the 
first  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  stamps.  Fig.  10. 

This  is  proven  by  the  four  dots  and  the  single  dot  which  appear  in  two  points  of  the 
star  above  the  shamrock,  in  all  of  the  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  dies. 

And  now  the  hand  work  began.  For  New  Brunswick,  a shamrock,  two  roses  and  a 
thistle  were  hand  engraved  in  the  positions  of  the  four  stars  which  had  been  removed.  A 
little  study  will  convince  anyone  that  each  one  of  these  was  separately  engraved,  as  there 
are  many  differences  of  detail  and  placement  of  like  flowers.  For  Nova  Scotia  a may- 
flower  was  substituted  for  one  of  the  roses.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  crowns  were  also 
separately  engraved.  Fig.  //. 

Hand  engraving  of  the  tablets  and  numerals  on  the  four  sides  of  the  individual  die 
blanks  completed  the  process  and  the  dies  were  now  ready  for  hardening.  That  each 
tablet  was  separately  engraved  can  readily  be  determined  from  a study  of  the  E of  New, 
the  TA  of  Postage,  and  the  A of  Scotia.

All  of  the  six  original  dies  show  flaws  in  the  corners,  which  were  not  cleared  up  on 
the  die  blank.  These  lines  and  dots  were  later  removed  from  the  roller  used  to  make 
the  stamp  plate,  before  it  was  hardened.  This  was  much  easier  to  do  on  the  roller  as 
the  black  spots  would  here  be  raised  and  could  be  tooled  off.  On  the  die  it  would  have 
been  necessary  to  fill  in,  which  would  be  difficult. 

In  1852  negotiations  began  for  a one  penny  stamp  for  Nova  Scotia.  To  create  this 
design,  a roller  was  made  from  background  die  A (Fig.  9)  and  a square  piece  cleared 
from  the  center.  Fig.  16.  A vignette  of  the  Queen  somewhat  like  the  type  used  in  1855 
for  New  Zealand  was  then  devised.  Fig.  17.  This  vignette  was  placed  in  the  center 
of  the  background  die  prepared  earlier.  Fig.  18.  Hand  engraving  of  the  tablets  and 
numerals  completed  the  design  of  the  one  penny  die.  Fig.  19.

In  1857,  Perkins,  Bacon  was  awarded  an  order  to  prepare  certain  stamps  for  New- 
foundland. The  one  penny  and  fivepence  values  were  taken  from  the  New  Brunswick 
design.  Detailed  study  of  the  die  proofs  of  these  stamps  will  prove  that  the  basic  back- 
ground came  from  the  sixpence  New  Brunswick.  The  detail  and  location  of  the  inscribed 
flowers  prove  this  beyond  a doubt.  Fig.  20. 

To  prepare  a background  for  the  Newfoundland  series,  a new  roller  was  made  from 
the  sixpence  New  Brunswick  die,  and  the  tablets  and  crown  removed.  Fig.  21. 

Then  a blank  space  was  cleared  for  the  word  POSTAGE,  a new  die  blank  prepared 
from  the  hardened  roller,  and  the  crown  re-engraved  in  a new  position.  Fig.  22. 

New  tablets  and  values  were  now  hand  engraved  and  the  uncleared  One  penny  New- 
foundland die  resulted.  Fig.  23. 

Two  new  rollers  were  then  made;  one,  the  primary  roller  for  the  one  pence  plate 
which  (in  addition  to  the  border  lines)  the  E of  POSTAGE  was  cleared,  and  the  other, 
to  create  the  fivepence  die  on  which  the  E of  POSTAGE  was  cleared,  as  well  as  the  value 
tablet  and  the  values.  Fig.  24.

Adding  new  values  and  a new  value  tablet  produced  the  finished  livepence  die.  Fig.  25. 

A plate  proof  of  the  one  penny  is  shown  in  Fig.  26,  and  a plate  proof  of  the  fivepence 
is  shown  in  Fig.  27.

This  completes  the  development  of  the  stamp  dies  which  started  from  the  star  and 
circle.  Another  use  of  the  design  shown  in  Fig.  3 is  developed  now. 

Sixteen  of  the  22^/2  degree  segments  ( Fig.  4)  are  added  together  by  geometric 
multiplication  to  form  a figure.  I apologize  for  the  minute  inaccuracy  of  the  detail,  but 
this  was  prepared  by  pasting  together  some  thirty-five  small  cut  pieces.  The  result, 
Fig.  28. 

Another  circle  from  the  lathe  was  selected.  Fig.  30. 

A smaller  circle  was  chosen  to  fit  the  center  of  the  first  circle.  This  one  was  com- 
monly used  on  bank  notes.  Fig.  31.

These  two  circles  were  combined  into  a common  circle.  Fig.  32. 

A large  circle  was  cleared  from  a roller  of  the  whole  design  (Fig.  28)  with  the 
center  opening  large  enough  to  accept  the  common  circle  (Fig.  32).  Fig.  2Q. 

The  three  circles  were  now  combined  to  produce  a new  pattern.  This  design  could 
have  many  uses.  Fig.  33. 

One  adaptation  of  this  design  is  seen  in  the  engraving  prepared  for  the  Aberdeen 
Hank  of  Scotland,  which  some  say  was  prepared  around  1907.  Fig.  34. 

A combination  of  the  two  stars  shown  in  Fig.  2 is  seen  in  Fig.  33.

Removing  the  design  from  the  interior  of  the  5 would  result  in  a numeral  device 
that  could  be  used  on  bank  notes.  Fig.  37. 

This  is  the  end  of  the  story.  It  should  now  be  evident  that  with  imagination  and 
meticulous  procedures,  an  innumerable  number  of  designs  could  be  prepared  from  several 
simple  engravings  made  on  the  engine  lathe.  Basically,  three  circles  and  a star  (which  also 
is  a circle),  with  the  addition  of  some  hand  engraving,  were  all  that  was  needed  to 
produce  nine  different  stamp  dies  and  a variety  of  other  designs.  Need  more  be  said 
of  the  ingenuity  and  creativeness  of  the  classic  period  stamp  designers?

Counterfeit  Passing  * * 

ANOTHER  VIEW  OF  THE  GROWTH  INDUSTRY  OF  1870 

IN  response  to  the  solicitation  to  pass  counterfeits  published  in  Journal  No.  142,  p.  77, 
Belmont  Faries  has  called  attention  to  his  review  in  the  SPA  Journal  of  the  book 
The  Secret  Service  of  the  Post  Office  Department , by  P.  H.  Woodward.  (This  is  a 
contemporary  reprint  by  Sanford  J.  Durst,  133  E.  58  St.,  New  York,  NY  10022,  of  the 
original  1886  edition  and  is  priced  at  $35  postpaid.) 

In  the  chapter  on  “Swindlers  and  Their  Tricks”,  the  author  pointed  out  that  oper- 
ations such  as  that  of  the  Hitchcock  firm  mentioned  in  the  EPJ  article  were  common. 
The  scenario  usually  proceeded  as  follows:  The  person  responding  to  the  offer  to  buy 
counterfeit  currency  for  passing  received  nothing  but  a boxful  of  sawdust  or  similar 
packing  material.  The  perpetrators  of  the  fraud  were  quite  secure  in  the  knowledge  that 
the  hapless  buyer  would  not  and  could  not  complain  about  this  denouement  of  the  drama, 
for  to  do  so  would  reveal  his  dishonesty  and  gullibility. 

Whether  or  not  the  Hitchcock  scheme  would  lead  to  similar  results  is  debatable 
since  an  invitation  to  visit  New  York  was  extended.  Hitchcock  may  have  felt  in  those 
days  of  poor  public  transportation  that  an  obscure  country  storekeeper  in  Alabama  was 
not  likely  to  show  up  on  their  doorstep,  if  indeed  the  address  given  was  genuine. 

Mr.  Faries  wonders  whether  the  letter  in  the  Archives  is  an  original  or  a litho- 
graphed copy;  to  that  I cannot  give  an  answer.  He  also  observes  that  faking  a news- 
paper clipping  would  have  been  no  problem.

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American  Bank  Note  Stamp  Panels  Market  Growing 

Advertisements  for  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  commemorative  stamp  panels  are 
beginning  to  appear  in  the  general  philatelic  press.  The  July  9,  1979  issue  of  Linn’s 
Stamp  News  carried  an  offer  of  complete  sets  from  numbers  1 to  104  (through  1978) 
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for  $75°  Per  set.  I he  advertiser  used  such  sale  terms  as  “first  time  offered”,  “limited 
number  of  sets  available”,  “these  panels  are  becoming  scarcer  and  harder  to  find  now 
that  they  are  no  longer  available  from  the  Post  Office”.  Previously  most  sales  have  been 
direct  transactions  between  the  Postal  Service  either  at  local  “Postiques”  or  by  mail 
subscription  and  the  original  buyer. 
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The  panels  are  listed  on  page  531  of  the  1979  edition  of  Scott’s  “Specialized  U.  S.” 
catalogue.  Numbers  1 through  70CP,  1972  to  1976  Adolph  Ochs,  are  valued  at  $4.00 
each;  numbers  71CP  to  73CP  at  $5.00,  and  the  rest  through  1978  at  $8.00.  No  effort 
has  been  made,  evidently,  to  differentiate  the  more  difficult  to  find  panels.  Some  of  the 
earlier  panels  have  been  sold  out  at  postal  outlets  for  two  or  more  years,  but  the 
catalogue  values  seem  to  have  been  predicated  on  original  selling  price,  not  quantity 
available. 


Shown  here  is  Ms.  Elaine  Weinberg,  product  managaer  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Co., 
presenting  one  of  the  “Historic  American  Bank  Note”  sterling  silver  reproductions  (see 
journal  No.  130,  page  85)  to  Grover  Criswell,  president  of  the  American  Numismatic  As- 
sociation, for  inclusion  in  the  ANA  Museum  at  Colorado  Springs.  Ms.  Weinberg  has  been 
supplying  this  Journal  with  the  design  data  on  the  American  Commemorative  Series  panels. 
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Comparison  of  Type  I and  Type  II  15c  coils,  along 
with  a pair  from  the  bottom  of  a booklet  pane.

Three  U.  S.  15c  Holmes  Dies  Now 

in  Use 

By  GEORGE  W.  BRETT 

The  first  die  used  in  production  for  the  15c  Holmes  ordinary  stamp  of  the  Prominent 
American  series  was  made  in  1967.  The  first  stamps  from  this  die  were  issued 
the  following  year  in  both  coil  and  sheet  forms.  This  year  (1979),  following  the 
increase  of  the  first-class  rate  to  15c  last  year,  another  die  has  been  developed  by 
making  a new  laydown  and  then  partly  recutting  and  reworking  the  engraving  to  facilitate 
the  making  of  better  prints. 

The  new  prints,  which  we  designate  as  Type  I,  are  now  showing  up  and  will  be 
found  in  both  coils  and  sheets,  the  coil  product  being  the  first  that  has  been  recognized. 
These  new  coils  also  have  the  dull  gum  that  has  been  used  for  some  years  on  booklets. 
The  gum,  however,  will  not  be  completely  diagnostic  because  T ype  I coils  also  may  have  the 
dull  gum  as  against  the  commonly  used  shiny  gum  of  the  past.  Until  the  sheet  product  is 
found,  however,  we  make  no  statement  on  the  particular  gum  to  be  found  with  those 
except  that  they  may  be  with  dull  gum  also. 
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The  new  type  is  easily  recognized — from  what  we’ve  seen  so  far — the  prints  being 
more  even  in  inking  such  as  in  the  cross-hatching  of  Holmes’  coat  where  the  Type  1 
usually  showed  dark-edge  effects  around  the  outside.  The  designation  of  “15c”  also 
has  been  reengraved  and  there  are  other  differences.  The  first  coil  plate  of  the  new  Type 
II  die  is  38992  and  the  first  sheet  plate  is  39023. 

So  we  have  a current  example  of  how  a production  problem  has  been  handled  by 
changing  the  engraving.  In  other  words,  the  new  die  was  not  developed  because  of 
wear  of  the  first  die,  or  because  of  a design  change,  but  to  make  for  a better  printed 
product.  But  the  depth,  style,  and  directional  components  of  engravings  can  be  critical 
in  obtaining  satisfactory  results  in  printing. 

Another  15c  Holmes  die  that  is  in  current  use  today  is  for  booklets  only.  This  is  a 
smaller  die  made  to  the  size  requirements  necessary  for  producing  panes  on  the  new 
booklet-forming  machines.  These  machines  were  installed  at  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing  starting  in  1976. 

Thus  we  have  three  different  15c  Holmes  dies  being  used.  All  of  them  have  practi- 
cally the  same  bust  engraving,  yet  you  who  are  interested  will  be  able  to  find  differences 
in  detail.  Of  course,  assuming  the  new  Type  II  product  proves  satisfactory,  the  Type  I’s 
will  drop  out  of  the  picture.  As  the  booklet  die  is  a clearly  different  size  we  have  not 
considered  it  necessary  or  appropriate  to  give  it  a specific  type  designation.  Recognition 
of  booklet  specimens  is  readily  made  of  course  by  their  straight  edges  (one  edge  only, 
or  two  adjacent  edges — as  against  coils  which  have  straight  edges  on  the  two  opposed 
sides,  top  and  bottom).  Also,  the  denomination  is  distinctly  closer  to  the  bust  on  the 
booklet  die,  and  the  bust  has  been  shortened  at  the  bottom.  See  illustration.

It  has  been  50  years  since  those  of  us  in  the  U.  S.  have  had  a clear  second  type 
on  a current  stamp — so  enjoy  this  one!

Current  Literature 

The  London  Philatelist,  March-April  1979 — In  a paper  which  accompanied  a display 
at  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  London,  Roy  Dehn  made  “some  footnotes  to  Italian 
philately  since  1861  . Of  special  interest  to  essay-proof  enthusiasts  is  the  rather  involved 
story  of  the  production  of  the  De  La  Rue  printings. 


“The  Rise  & Fall  of  De  La  Rue  as  Great  Britain  Stamp  Printers  1878-1910”  as 
reported  in  Journal  No.  142  is  continuing.  Since  that  review  was  written,  Parts  VI  and 
VII  have  appeared  in  the  April  and  May  1979  issues  of  Gibbons  Stamp  Monthly.  It 
seems  that  the  end  is  not  yet  in  sight,  so  subsequent  publication  in  booklet  or  book  form 
would  surely  be  desirable. 

Standard  H andbook  of  Stamp  Collecting,  new  revised  third  edition,  1979,  by  Richard 
McP.  Cabeen.  Thomas  Y.  Crowell,  New  York.  $13.95.  630  pages,  hardbound  illus. 

What  is  usually  called  the  “most  complete  book  in  the  field”  and  “among  the  most 
useful  works  on  philately  ever  written”  first  appeared  in  1957.  Now  the  “Standard 
Handbook”  with  instruction  for  beginners  and  reference  for  intermediate  and  advanced 
collectors  has  been  reprinted  with  revisions  and  updates  by  the  late  author’s  fellow 
members  of  the  Collectors  Club  of  Chicago  and  outside  consultants. 

Although  many  sections  retain  their  usefulness,  updating  or  no — such  as  Chapter  36 
with  its  alphabetical  listing  of  principal  Latin  letter  inscriptions,  overprints,  postal  mark- 
ings, and  design  symbols — other  parts  cry  for  more  updating  in  light  of  recent  trends. 
Chapter  6,  for  instance,  with  its  lengthy  discussion  of  hingeing  techniques,  contains  no 
discussion  at  all  of  the  current  demands  for  hingeless  mounting,  and  the  section  on 
“pochettes  and  protective  mounts”  in  the  chapter  on  arranging  and  writing  up  collections 
is  a throwback  to  the  time  the  original  manuscript  was  written. 

The  section  on  color  guides  makes  no  mention  of  the  Gibbons  color  key;  the  Morley- 
Bright  watermark  detection  system,  an  even  newer  development,  is  not  included  among 
watermarking  accessories.  The  abandonment  of  city  and  state  imprints  on  Bureau  Print  pre- 
cancels goes  unmenticned  also,  although  that  may  have  occurred  after  the  book  was  on 
the  press. 

Thus,  while  it  is  good  to  have  this  basic  reference  freely  available  again,  it  should  not 
he  regarded  as  a completely  up-to-date  survey  of  the  hobby.

Reported  in  Journal  No.  1 4 1 , page  3,  was  an  inaccuracy  in  the  history  of  the 
“Progress”  vignette  given  on  the  Canadian  Bank  Note  Company  souvenir  card 
distributed  at  CAPEX  78.  Now,  a study  of  the  card  made  by  the  British  American 
Bank  Note  Company  for  the  same  purpose  has  made  necessary  a change  in  the  records 
for  the  1934  Canadian  stamp  commemorating  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  landing  of 
Jacques  Cartier. 

What  is  captioned  on  the  card  as  the  original  drawing  for  this  famous  design  has 
also  been  used  in  engraved  form  on  the  cover  of  the  BABNCo.  annual  reports;  they  give 
a date  of  1866  for  the  execut  on  of  the  engraving.  It  appears  in  the  same  size  on  both 
souvenir  card  and  company  report.  The  engraved  vignette  appears  on  several  bank 
notes  contemporary  with  the  original  drawing,  among  them  the  $5  note  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  Bank  of  Toronto,  Canada,  dated  December  1872  and  the  $5  Standard  Bank 
of  Canada,  Province  of  Ontario,  dated  Nov.  1,  1876.

Also  appearing  on  the  card  is  another  engraved  version  stated  to  have  been  made 
in  1885.  This  is  smaller  in  size  than  the  1866  engraving.  A contemporary  usage  of  this 
version  is  found  on  the  back  of  the  $2  Dominion  of  Canada  note  issued  July  2,  1887. 

The  third  adaptation  of  the  original  drawing  is  the  1934  stamp,  Scott  type  A72. 
This  vignette  was  engraved  by  Bruce  Hay,  brother  of  John  Hay.  Note  the  inscription 
on  the  die  proof  shown  here:  “To  John/Bruce  Hay”.  In  Journal  No.  129,  p.  53,  a 
reprint  of  an  article  from  the  October  1975  issue  of  the  Canadian  Paper  Money  Society 
Journal  attributes  the  design  and  engraving  of  the  stamp  to  George  A.  Gunderson. 
Discovery  of  this  die  proof  would  seem  to  discredit  this  attribution. 

Hay’s  version  for  the  stamp  differs  in  several  small  details  from  the  original  drawing 
and  the  1885  engraving.  Besides  the  omission  of  some  of  the  rigging  ropes,  the  most 
noticeable  change  is  in  the  position  and  hair  of  the  man  at  the  extreme  right. 


New  Pbila telle  Library  Facilities  Available  in  Dallas 

The  University  of  Texas  at  Dallas  has  announced  the  development  of  the  \\  ine- 
burgh  Philatelic  Research  Library  through  a grant  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Harold 
Wineburgh.  More  than  a thousand  catalogs  and  three  hundred  hardback  volumes  are 
included  in  it.  Library  Director  James  Dodson  has  stated  that  a permanent  exhibit, 
“The  Language  of  Philately”,  modeled  after  that  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  is 
planned,  as  well  as  other  educational  displays  and  symposia. 

The  Research  Library  is  part  of  the  special  collections  area  just  off  the  McDermott 
Suite,  located  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Eugene  McDermott  Library.  It  is  open  Monday 
through  Friday,  9 A.M.  to  noon  and  1 to  4 P-M.  except  on  school  holidays.

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BEP  Union  Prints 


“Souvenir  Card” 


Following  its  occasional  practice  of  producing  a “souvenir  card”  to  publicize  the  art 
of  line  engraving,  the  International  Plate  Printers,  Die  Stampers  and  Engravers  Union 
of  North  America  whose  members  work  at  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  released 
the  card  shown  here  at  its  1979  convention  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Of  the  2500  copies 
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made,  about  half  were  sold  at  the  time  for  eight  dollars  each.  The  rest  were  turned 
over  to  a numismatic  group  for  resale. 

Unfortunately,  the  designer  of  the  card  did  not  identify  the  vignette  or  the  artist 
responsible  for  it.  Rumor  has  it  that  it  was  intended  for  use  on  a $100,000  government 
security.  Can  anyone  make  the  identification? 

The  cream-colored  card  itself  measures  11x8  1/16  inches.  Aside  from  the  gold  stamped 
initial  letter  and  union  emblem,  all  printing  is  in  maroon.  The  vignette  itself  is  about 
5J/2  inches  high  and  2 inches  at  its  widest  point. 

Members  of  the  union  supposedly  did  the  work  over  the  July  4th  holiday,  using 
BEP  facilities  but  furnishing  all  labor  and  materials.

Note:  Since  the  above  was  written,  the  following  information  and  details  have  been 
reported  by  George  Brett  and  Charles  Yeager: 

The  title  of  the  vignette  is  “Miss  Liberty  rising  from  the  Capitol”.  It  was  engraved 
by  George  F.  C.  Smillie  in  1919.  In  its  original  form  it  was  used  on  the  backs  of  Liberty 
Loan  coupon  bonds  of  1927-42.  For  the  souvenir  card  it  was  modified  by  obscuring  the 
Capitol  with  a mound  of  clouds.  “Miss  Liberty”  is  also  known  as  the  statue  of  Freedom 
atop  the  Capitol  dome.  Former  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  Director  Seymour 
Berry  wrote  the  text  of  the  card.  Printing  was  done  on  a hand  fed,  flat  bed  press.

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ESSAY-PROOF  MATERIAL  IN  TUCKER  BERMUDA  COLLECTION 

When  Sir  Henry  Tucker,  one-time  governor  of  Bermuda,  passed  his  exceptional  collection  of  Bermuda 
to  Harmers  International  for  sale  at  auction,  it  was  decided,  due  of  the  value  of  the  property  and  a 
degree  of  duplication  of  rarities,  the  collection  should  be  sold  in  two  portions. 

The  first,  and  more  important  portion,  was  sold  by  Harmers  of  London  in  two  sessions  on  October  17, 
1978  and  an  exceptional  total  of  £40,357,  then  some  $821,735,  was  obtained.  Reports  of  realizations, 
including  such  figures  as  £36,000,  £32,000,  £25,000  and  £22,000  for  Postmaster’s  stamps,  were  reported 
in  the  press  at  the  time. 

The  second,  and  final  portion  was  offered  by  Harmers  of  New  York  on  April  24,  1979  and  $270,194 
was  added  to  the  total. 

In  the  general  issues,  a 3p  die  proof  in  black  on  glazed  card  “AFTER  HARDENING”  sold  at 

$1500,  and  plate  proofs  in  color  on  Crown  CC  paper  of  the  3p,  6p  lilac  and  ish  hit  $675. 

The  1883-1904  Crown  CA  perf.  14  issue  was  highlighted  by  the  offering  of  an  “Appendix  Sheet” 
comprising  a set  of  color  trials,  perforated  12,  covering  the  “Proposed  colours,  being  those  established  by 
the  International  Postal  Convention”.  This  rarity  brought  $6500. 

Another  “Appendix”  sheet,  this  of  the  1901  one  farthing  on  ish  provisional,  bearing  six  examples, 
realized  $8500.
